The Governor’s Views on a Variety of

SacRAMENTO, Jan. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gov. Markham, in his 
first biennial address, expresses himself 
in favor of transmitting ‘special mes- 
Sages to the Legislature as occasion 
may arise, rather than attempting to 
cover the entire field of possible Jegis- 
lation at this time. The State, as a 
whole, isin a mdést prosperous condi- 
tion, but the Governor finds that large 
quantities of food and other products. 
notably live stock, meats and canned 
goods, which could be produced here, 
are being imported. The statute pro- 
viding that county boards of supervis- 
ors-shall make annual statements to the 
Surveyor-General of county devélop- 
mentis found to bea dead letter, and 
it is recommended that the State Agri- 
cultural Society be required to main- 
tain such statistical department. - 

Gov. Markham finds the State insti-

tutions in good condition. and econom- - 


ically conducted. He recommends a 


uniform system for keeping their ac- 


counts. Nineteen thousand and three 
hundred persons have been cared for 
by the various institutions during the 
year. The State University and nor- 
mal schools are attaining good results.. 
_ The appropriations for the Yosemite 
Valley and big tree groves have been 
profitably expended and suitable ap- 
propriations are further recommended. 
The Legislature is askéd to carefully 
consider the recommendations of the 
State Board of Forestry for the further 
protection of forests.

Rock (Ark.,) Jan. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.| There are no new 
cases at the penitentiary. A dozen 
patients have been discharged om the 
hospital. The Mayor ‘considered the 
advisability of notifying the convict 
lessees that he would arrest all convicts 
sent to work on the city streets, buta 
consultation of pnysicians decided that 
thete is no danger of contagion 
from cholera patients in the pen- 
itentiary, and the Mayor withheld his 
proclamation temporarily. 

The convict lessees. say they have a 
right to put men on the streets in defl- 
ance of the Mayor’s orders and will con- 
tinue todo so. The Mayor insists that 


police force and arrest every convict on 
the street, if necessary to protect the 
city.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Monthly Report Issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. 
Jan. 3.—[By the Assoct- 
ated Press,| "The weather crop bulle- 

tin is as follows: 


While the deficiency in temperature. for 
the month was greatestin the Northwest, 
the cold was relatively more _ severe 
throughout the Southern States. The cold 
wave extended squthward, causing killing 
frosts as far South as Jupiter, Fla., and 
along the gulf coastonthe 29th, and for 
several ~~ the temperature was from 
10° to 20° below treezing over the greater 
portion of the Southern States. Excessive 
rains occurred in the lower Mississipi Val- 
ley, and generally over the regions 
south of Missouri and north of the Rio 
Grande Valley. The month was generally 
dry throu 4 the regions of the Atlantic 
Coast and over the Ohio Valley and the 
lake region. QOn-‘the Pacific Coast, while 
the rainfall] was generally less than usual, 
it was timelv and sufficient in quantity to 
prove a benefit to farmers. 

The month closed with the ground cov. 
ered with snow from New York and the 
upper Ohio Valley westward to the Rocky 
Mountains. The ground is bare over the 
greater portion of Misgouri, Illinois and 
Indiana, and thence southward, thus leav- 
ing over half of the winter wheat without 
the protestion. afforded by snow.

A JOINT committee, composed of rep- 
resentatives of the University of Cali- 
fornia, the Technical Society, the Stan- 
ford University, the Academy of 
Sciences and the Science Association of 
the University of California, with Prof. 
Joseph Le Conte as chairman, is urging 


‘| the importance of havinga detailed 


map of California made by the United 
States Geological Survey on the same 
general plan as that by which several 
of the Atlantic States have recently 
been mapped. It is proposed that the 
expense of this work be borne in equal 
parts by the State and by the General 
Government. Itisthought that tosurvey 


| in this manner the whole of the valley 


and foothill areas of the State, together 
with a small percentage of the more 
important mountain areas, would take

ture by the State of $250,000.. The 


‘| maps would be issued in atlas sheets, 
each devoted to a particular locality, . 


and there would be from one hundred

It* is evident 
that a series of maps of this kind, based 
on accurate surveys, and setting forth 
fine details of topography, county lines,

tional, as well as a direct practical, 
value in athousand ways. California 
could well afford to appropriate $25,- 
000 a year forthe next ten years to 
defray her share of thé expenses.

_ ‘The Burdens of Real Estate. 

We had something to say vesterday 
about Henry George’s single-tax theories 
as recently presented in their most, at- 
tractive light by Hamlin Garland.# It 
occurs to us that the argument against 
the single-tax theory is but partially 
presented when we show its generally 
impractical character. Can’t we speak 
from experience as to the operation of 
some of these proposed principles? 

Already we have progressed along the 
line of Henry George's theory farther 
than is good for us. Already the great 
burden of government is laid upon real 
estate. This has come about for the 
reason that land cannot possibly get 
away fromthe assessor. It is always 
in sight and it is always taxed. - Money 
and jewelry may be hidden away; a 
bank may put all of its available funds 
into greenbacks and thus defy 
the tax-gatherer; the holders of 
mortgages have uniformly adopted 
a.plan of swelling the rate 
of interest so that the land-holding bor- 
rower has to stand the money-loaner’s 
tax anda little premium besides for 
the extra trouble involved and the risk 
of circumventing the law. 
bears the burden. It not only supports 
the machinery of government, but it 
builds streets and roads, lays down 
sidewalks and puts in sewers for the 
public no less than for individual 
benefit. 

Take the city of Los Angeles for an 
example. The money-lenders custom- 
arily add 3 per cent. to the required 
rate of interest to cover taxes. The 
regular State, county and city. taxes 
generally run about 214 per cent. on a 
moderate valuation of the property. 
This is almost, or quite as much, as 
rates of interest jin some countries. 
And special assessments for. street im- 
provements, insurance ratés and re- 
pairs must be paid besides, It is not 
an exaggeration to gay that aman can- 
not own a home in Los Angeles without 
paying for governmental purposes, 
insurance and repairs as much as 
4 or 5 per cent. on its valuation. This 
equals or exceeds the interest on Gov- 
ernment bonds. It is no. exaggeration 
to say that, on the average, there is no 
profit in owning residence property in 
Los hades for rental purposes. . Much 
so-called business. property returns to 
its owner but little more than the an- 


nual expenses, Ina preferred part of 


half a-dozen business streets it pays 
handsomely toown property for the 
purposes of rental, and that is the limit 
of desirable investment. Outside of 
this, realty is likely to be a bur- 
den to the holder. It is actually: 
cheaper for the average mantorent a 
house than to owna home. If he in- 
vests for sentimental purposes in such 
an institution he must pay.Government 
interest on his investment for the priv- 
ilege of holding it. And yet Los Ange-

he owns realty or not. Every holder of 


a piece of property, of course, hangs to 
it and hopes against hope. He looks 


‘forward to a time when it may pay 


something more than the. cost of main- 
tenance, or to a time when he can sell 
it to some other fellow who will pay 
for the privilege of shouldering its bur- 
Take it on the whole; we have 
rather more of Henry George’s doctrine 
in -practice than the average real 
estate owner thinks tolerable. 

And Mr. Garland wants to make these 
burdens heavier as a prnaces for all 
our fndusteial evils. 


The Downfall of a Social Custom.

in the White House; and, even if, it 
should be revived by Mr. Cleveland, it 
will not probably be maintained by his 
successors.

It is quite an interesting sociological 
study to note the causes which led to 
the decadence and final downfall of this 
time-honored rite.

declined tf offer them, then the prac- 


tice of calling on the déar fifty ora 
hundred lacked the element of hilarity 


which made it endurable. It became 
stupid and wearisome to the last “¢ 
gree. There were two alternatives of- 
fered the society man: He must get 
‘tired’ either on eggnog.and punch or 
get tired om hot lemonade and tea; and 
which one of these two kinds of weari- 
ness was the greater affliction it was 
difficult for him to detvide. The out- 
come’of all’ this was that the lurking 
constiousness, which he had all 
along cultivated, but had hardly 
dared to acknowledge, that the whole 
thing was a horrible bore forced itself 
upon his conviction, and led to secret or 
open revolt. He was a deserter. He 
deserted in ‘sugh large and increasing 
numbers each year that the whole social 
army felt the effect, and the stronghold 
tottered and fell. Analyze the thing as 
carefully as we may and we shall find 
that the men havé caused the downfall 
of New Year’s calling. Like any other 
social custom Which is carried generally 
into excess, it was sure to its own 
destruction.

Water in a Crystal. 


‘The proprietor of The Statesman has in 
his possession a rounded crystal of chalce- 


dony three inches long, of an oval form, 
white and. translucent. 


It is but & thin’ 


shell, and when held to the light is seen to 
be nearly filled with water, which flows 
about as the object is turned this way and 


that. 


What makes it interesting is that 


the water has undoubtedly been inclosed 


and hermeticaliy sealed in this natural re. 


ceptacle for thousands and thousands of 
years. Probably it wasthere long before 
Moses was be n, and yet net a it 


has evaporate. 


Originally there was.a cavity in the rock 


formed by a volcanic bubble. Water per 


colated into it, bringing in solution silex, 
which was deposited on the walls of a little 
hollow in a coating of chalcedony. In time 
it Would have been filled solid with beau- 
tiful crystals forming these ‘“‘geodes,” as 
they are called, which are nature’s treas- 


ure caskets found concealed in rocky for- 
mations where least expected, and reveal- 
ing wonders‘of brilliant color. 


Agates are made in tire same fashion. 
However, in this instance the smali chan- 
nel by which the water flowed in and out 
became closed up in some way, and so the 
process stopped. After a lapse of no one 
can tell how many centuries the stony 
mass containing the chalcedony chamber 
with its liquid contents was broken open 
aad it fell out.—Walla Walla Statesman. 


Alexandrian Scientists. 


Among the great scientists of the Alex- 
andriav school, or rather mathematicians, 
were Pappus, one of the greatest of ancient. 
mathematicians; Theon and his unfortn- 


nate daugnter, the famous Hypatia—who } 


appears to have been a better mathemati- 
cian than Ler father—the story of whose 
life and tragical death is familiar through 


Kingsley’s novel. 


Unfortunately, none of 


her works is extant, She was the last of 
the Alexandrian philosophers who attained 


any fame. She lived about 415 A. D. 


Not only is this old university renowned 
for the impulse which it gave to science, 
but it also extended its protection and aid 
to literature, poetry and the fine arts; For 
example, Ptolemy Philadelphus did not 
consider it beneath him to count among 
his personal friends the poet Callimachus, 
the author of a treatise on birds, who hon- 
orably mainaained himself by keeping a 
school at Alexandria. Among the most 
distinguished poets may be mentioned 
Lycophron, whose work ‘‘Cassandra”’ still 
remains, and Theocritus, whose exquisite 


bucolics prove how sweet a ne he was.—

Moltke’s Short Speeches. — 


There are numbers of good things in the 
fifth volume of Moltke’s memoirs. It:is 
told, for instance, that as the king’s birth- 
days successively approached, there used 
to be bets among the officers and the gen- 
eral staff as to how many words Moltke 
would use in proposing the toast of the 


day. Some backed a nine word speech, 


others put their money on eight words. 
Moltke’s habit was to say, “To the health 
of his majesty, emperor and king,’’ or, “To 
his imperial majesty’s health.””

A Little Hiteh Between Judge Towner 
and the Supervisors, 


Trouble Caused by th Failure to Provide 
a Deputy for the at 
a Standstill for a Short Time— 
Notes @nd Personals, 


SANTA ANA, 

There was a little confusion at the county 
offices and the Superior Court room yester- 
day morning, but it did not last long and 
was not accompanied by disastrous results. 

At the usual hour Judge Towner appeared 
in the courtroom and ordered the Sheriff to 
open court. The first business in order, as 
usual, was the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, but when the Judge 
lowered his spectacles and looked down 
over the *‘bench’’ to the clerk's quarters, 
he found the chair, so regularly filled by 
Deputy Brock’s beautiful form, as empty 
asacradle just from the factory: The 
clerk was at once sent for, but Sheriff 
Lacy returned and re; orted to the Judge 
that Deputy Brock, who was duly installed 


he was busy and could not come. 
Sheriff! bring him before the Court that 
he may show cause for his absence this 
morning,’’ addressed the Judge rather 
Sharply. In afew moments Mr. Brock put 
in an appearance. and stated to the Court 
that he was busy in his capacity as County 
Clerk and that the Board of Supervisors 
had refused to allow him any deputies, 
therefore he was compelled to attend to the 
work himself in the Clerk's office. 

The Court dispatched an officer tothe 
Board of Supervisors apartments to re- 
quest that honorable body to appoint a dep- 
uty for the court, but the officer found the 
Supervisors—some of them—enjoying a 
quiet smoke, and when his errand was made 
known he was informed that the board was 
notin session; that the Judge had sent 
down and taken their clerk away, conse- 
quently they could take no legal action. — 

The Sheriff at once returned, and when 
he reported the result of his visit the Judge 
resolved to,fix matters up himself, and 
therefore issued the following order: 

“It appearing to the Court that it is im- 
practicable, under existing circumstances, 
for the Clerk to attend its sessions, and that 
hen<e the Court is without the assistance of 
a clerk, and that the Board of 
have not made any adequate provision for 
the same, it is héreby ordered that the 
Sheriff of the county. be and heis hereby 
directed to provide for the attendance of a 
proper person to assistas a clerk during the 
present session of the court. ; 

The Sheriff provited the Court with said 
assistance in the person of W. A. Beckett, 
after which Mr. Brock was allowed to re- 
turn to his office, when the Board of Super- 
visors began its session. 

The time consumed in getting matters 
straightened out was not long, but while it 
lasted county business was at a. standstill, 


| and it was hard to tell where the. lightning 


would strike. The business of several of 
the offices is not yet running as smoothly as 
it might, owing ‘to the very conspicuous 
absence of deputies. But all will probably 
be arranged before many days. 

The suit filed against the County Treas-

COLUMBIAN STAMPS. 


They are Now on Sale at the Los 
Angeles Postoffice. 


Detatled Description of the Handsomest | 


Stamps Ever Issued by the Govern- 
ment—Designs and Colors of 
_the Several Denominations. 


‘The new Columbian postage. stamps 
which have been issued for use during 
the year of the World's Fair, have just 
been distributed to the various post- 
offices throughout the “United States, 
being placed on sale in this city for the 
first time yesterday morning. The 
stamp window down atthe postoffice 
was thronged all day vesterday by pur- 
chasers of the new stamps, 
whom were many collectors, and others 
desirous of obtaining samples of each de- 
nomination of stamps issued, more as 
curiosities than for any cther purpose. 

Postmaster Van Dusen has now. on 
hand $10,000 worth of these stamps, 
though it is probable that he will have 
to order an additional lot before long if 
the numerous calls continue as they have 
begun. 

In appearance the new stamps. are 
larger than the ordinary stamps by 
nearly half aninch, but are of the same 
width. To be exact, the new stamps. 
are, in all denominations, % ofan inch 
by 111-32 inches. The stamps are 
issued in the denominations of 1, 2, 8, 
4, 5, 6, 10, 15, 30 ana 50 cents and 
$1, $2, $3, $4 and $5. Each denomi- 
nation is of a color and design peculiar 
to itself. 

The stamps are executed from line 
engravings on steel, the general design 
of the upper portion of all of them be- 
ing the same. The details of this de- 
‘sign are, first, a white-faced imprint of 
the years ‘‘i1482” and ‘1892”’ in the 
upper left’ and right-hand corners, re- 
spectively; then, in white shaded cap-. 
itals beneath, in a wave line, the 
words ‘‘United States of America.”’ 
Below this, in a narrow tablet conform- 
ing to the curved frame of the picture 
under it, are the words of denomina- 
tion, as ‘‘Postage, two cents,’’ or *'Post- 
age, two dollars,’ These words 
end on either side ina circular space, 
with ornamental surroundings, within 
which are Arabic numerals, denoting 
the value, the numbers being alone, in 
denominations under one dollar, and 
accompanied with the dollar sign when 
for one dollar or more. 

Beneath all this is the distinctive de- 
Sign of the stamp, inclosed in a plain 
‘white frame with arched top, extending 
nearly across the stamp and occuping 
in. every case about three-quarters of 
the whole face. Under the design is 
the appropriate designation of the scene 
printed in mon white cap- 

tals. 

The designs are in every case repro- 
ductions of paintings with almost world- 
wide reputations. For the vartonsde- 
nominations they are as follows: One- 
cent, ‘Columbus in Sight of Land,” 
from the pearing by William H. Pow- 
ell. This design is inclosed in a circle 
and represents Columbus standing on 
the deck of his ship, with sailors 
grouped around him, all eagerly gazing 
at the long-sought shore in the distance. 
On either side is a seatéd figure, on the 
left an Indian woman and child, on the 
right an Indian warrior with feathered 
head dress. The stamp is Antwerp 
blue, a rather. dark color. 

The two-cent is probably the most dis- 
appointing of all, for, though the most 
used, it ranks in appearance about the 
lowest of the Columbian stamps. The 
“Landing of Columbus,’’ after the 
painting by Vanderlyn, is the design, 
appropriate enough for the stamp most 
used, but showing poorly in the dark 
color of the stamp, purple maroon. 

The three-cent bears a picture of the 
flagship of Columbus, the Santa Maria, 
in mid-ocean. It is taken from aSpa 
ish engraving. and it printed in a * 


‘| dium shade of green. 


The four-cent is probably the prettiest 

of the series, partly from its color, 
ultramarine blue, and again for the 
simplicity of its design. The design is 
a reproduction of a Spanish engraving | 
ofthe ‘‘Fleet of Columbus,’’ showing 
the three caravels, Santa Maria, Nina 
and Pinta, under full sail in mid-ocean. 
The engraving is beautifully done, and 
while probably not better than the 
others, it appears to more advantage in’ 
‘the light color. ; 
_ The five-cent, bearing ‘Columbus 
Soliciting Aid from Isabella’ (Brogik), 
dofte in chocolate-brown, the ten-cent, 
with ‘Columbus Presenting Natives’’ 
(Luigi Gregori), printed in Vandyxe- 
brown, the fifteen-cent, with ‘‘Columbus 
Announcing His Discovery’. (R. Baloca), 
of a dark-green color, and the thirty- 
cent. with “Columbus at La Rabida” 
(R. Maro), done in Sienna-brown, are 
of a somewhat similar character, the. 
most noticeable thing about them being | 
the great number of figures. that are 
compressed into such a small space. 
On the five-cent ‘stamps! there are no 
less than twenty-three figures crowded 
into the small space of the stamp pic- 
ture, and on the fifteen-cent there are 
twenty-eight. 


The fiftv-cent bears a reproduction

Judge Shaw’s Decision in a Chi- 
nese Bond Case. 


He Says That Ah Tet’s Sureties are 
Not Liable. 


The Question of Bail Considered - 


All Its Details, 


Another Lot of San Diego Bank Cases 
Commenced—Suits for Divorce Filed— 
General Court Notes—Today’s 

Calendar. 


Inige Shaw has rendered his decision 
in the case of the People of the State 
of California vs. Ah Fook et al, 
bondsmen for AlwTet, who failed to ap- 
pear when called for trial onthe charge 
of perjury, ordering judgment for the 
defendants in accordance with the fol- 
lowing opinion, which will doubtless 
have the effect of causing judges to be 
more careful in future in accepting Chi- 
nese bondsmen: 

The action is upon a bail bond given by 


the defendants to release one Ah Tewfrom 
custody on a charge of perjury. The de- 


the action of the Court in ordering the ac- 

cused into the custody of the Sheriff pend- 
ing the trial. The facts are that, at the 
beginning of the trial of Ah Tet upon the 
charge, the Court made an order.that he be 
remanded to the custody of the Sheriff 
pending the trial, which lasted eleven days; 

that the jurv failed to agree and were dis- 
charged, and thereupon the Court ordered 
that the accused be allowed to go upon the 
bail theretofore given, and he was accord- 
ingly released, without the knowledge or 
consent of the defendants. : 

The Court, in ordering the accused irfto 
custody pending the trial, acted in pursu- 
ance of Sec, 1129 of the Penal Code, which 
is as follows: 

‘Sec. 1129. When a defendant who has 
given bail appears for trial, the Court may, 


in itsdiscretion, at any time after his ap- 


| pearance for trial, order him to be com- 
mitted to the proper officer of the county, 
to abide the judgment or further order of 
the Court, and he must be committed and 
held in custody accordingly.” 

The bail bond given by the defendants 
was in the form required by section 1287 
of the Penal Code. 
undertook that Ah Tet should appear 
and answer the information in what- 
ever. court it might be prosecuted, 
and * should at all times render 
himself amenable to the orders and process 
of the court, and if convicted should appear 
for judgment and render himself in execu- 
tion thereof. 

-Atter hewas released as aforesald, 
Tet failed to appear when required, and 
the bail was declared forfeited. _ 

The theory of the plaintiff is that when 
the accused was committed under the pro- 
visions of section 1129, the bail bond was 
not superseded nor discharged, but that 
the suretig¢s were still held responsible, and 
bound to see to it that the accused should

Court: ordered that the accused be allowed

suspended, wna~ that such liability revived 
when he was allowed to go upon his bail 
hy order of the court; that section 1129 
being in forcé when the bail bond was 


that cherefore they are bound to the same 
extent-as if the bond» contained an ex- 
press covenant that upon atrial the court 
might order the defendant into custody, 
and, in case the jury failed to agree, release 
him again, upon their undertaking, with- 
out requiring new bail or discharging 
them as sureties for his future appearance. 

Upon the other hand the defendants con- 
tendthat when an accused person is ad- 
mitted to bail he is, in contemplation of 
law, in the custody of his sureties, who are 
considered as his jai’ers, and, as such are 
entitled and empowered to take him and 
surrender him, at any time; that when 
this poweris denied them or interfered 
with by the act of the law, through its 
officers, in taking him out of the cutody of 
defendants into its own custody, the liabil- 
ity uf the defendants as his sureties is at 
once ended; that their undertaking was 
that the accused should abide the orders 
and judgment ot the court, and that when 
he was remanded to the custody of the law 
officers, the law then, through its officers, 
assumed the undertaking, and threw upon 
its officers the burden and office of seeing 
that he should abide the orders and judg. 
ment of the court, and thus the under. 
taking of the defendants was superseded. 

In support of the proposition that the 
liability of the sureties may be suspended 
for a time without discharging them, the 
plaintiff's counsel cite the following cases: 
West vs. Colquitt, 51 Am. Rep.. 277; State 
vs. Merrihew, 47 Iowa, 112; Taintor vs. 
Taylor,4Am Rep., 58. 

In West. vs. Colquitt it is decided that if, 
after an accused is admitted to bail, he is 
again arrested and held in custody for a 
time upon another offense, the liability of 
the sureties upon the bail bond first given 
is, during the subsequent imprisonment, 
suspended, but not discharged, and that it 
reVives when the accused is released. from 
custody on the second charge. 

In the case of State vs, Merrihew the 
court held that in such case the liability of 
the sureties on the first bond is not even 
entirely suspended during the, subsequent 
imprisonment for another offense, but that 
they must attend the court when their 
principal is required to appear and inform 
the court that he is in custody elsewhere. 

The case ot Taintor vs. Taylor decides 
that the sureties are not released by the 
fact that the accused, after being let to 
bail, had gone to another State, and was in 
prison there on another charge at the time 
he was required to appear on the first 
charge. 

-This was decided upon the theory that 
the sureties can only be discharged by the 
act of the authorities of the State in 
which the charge is pending, and that in 
_regiard to stich matters all other States of 
the Union are considered as foreign, and 
for the acts of a foreign State the sureties 
are responsible; thatif they permit him to 
depart trom the jurisdiction of the State to 
which he is answerable they must suffer for 
any consequences ensuing. The case is 
plainly not in point here. 

In the two cases first above mentioned 
the sureties were held liable from the ne- 
cessity of the case. If asubsequent arrest 
for another offense were held to operate as 
a discharge of the sureties on a bail bond 
previously given, tbe éscape of felons would 
be madeeasy. A mancharged with robbing 
and on bail ko answer the same, need only 
commit a minor offense and procure him- 
self to be arrested thereon. This would 
discharge the former bail, aud by disposing 
of the latter charge he would be free to 
depart from the jurisdiction, and the State 
would be without remedy. The only es- 
cape from this resultis to hold that the 
liability is merely suspended by the second 
arrest, and that while the law thus holds 
him in custody on another charge the sure- 
ties are exempted ‘from producing him, be- 
cause the law itself prevents their doing s0, 
and that when this collateral custody ceases 
the exemption.ceases. The distinction be- 
tween those cases and the one under con- 
sideration is that‘in those cases the State 
did not, by the second arrest, assume the 
task of performing the same thing which 
the sureties had undertaken, while in the 
present case itdid. In those cases the State 
held the accused in custody to answer a 
different charge, while in this case the State 
held him to answer, and itself undertook to 
see that he answered the same charge, 
which was exactly what the sureties had

The remaining proposition of the plain- 
tiff, that the statute entered into and be- 
came a part of the contract of the sureties, 
is undoubtedly correct as far as it goes. It 
is, however, n.erely equivalent to saying 
thatif section 1129 authorized the orders 
made by the Court in this case, then the 
defendants are bound. The basis of the 
argument, namely, 
authorize the Court to make the orders, re- 
mains undecided, and the point made does 
not aid us in its decision. I do not think 
section 1129 gives the Court power to 
make the orders. Acareful comparison of 
the language of the orders with the lang- 
uage of that section leads to this conclusion. 


accused ‘‘be remanded tothe custody of the 
Sheriff pending trial.'!. Section 1129 
provided that the Court may order that the 
accused be committed to custody “to abide 
the Judyment or surther order of the Court.” 
The terms of the order imply a temporary 
custody, ending with thetrial. The statute 
requires a different orger. It charges the 
officer with the duty of keeping the accused 


judgment, or until otherwise ordered by 
the Court. The second order of the Court, 
made atthe termination of the trial. was 
that the accused ‘‘be allowed to go upon 
the bai] heretofore given.’' There is noth- 
ing in the section authorizing this order. 
It is to be observed that it purports to deal 
not only with the body of the accused, but 
also with the contract of the sureties. The 
section provides that the accused shall be 
held by ‘the Sheriff to abide the 
order of the Court, but it does 
not say that the sureties upon his bail bond 
are also subject to the further order of the 
Court or charged with the execution of such 
order. 
ing is that the Sheriff is to be charged with 
the execution of subsequent orders con- 
cerning the accused. The language is that 
he must be committed and held in custody 
accordingly.'* That is, instead of having 
the bail bond as security that he shall abide 
the judgment and: further order of the 
Court, the State now has his body in actual 
custody, and directs that he be kept in cus- 
tody as such security. There is no provi- 
sion for transferring his custody again. to. 
the sureties On the bond. The portion. of 
the order which in effect again cominitted 
him to the custody of the bail and released 
him from the custody of the Sheriff is not 
authorizéd by section 1129, nor by any 
other sectionofthecode. I conclude, there- 
fore, that the addition of the statutory pro- 
visions tothe terms of the contract does 
not strengthen the case of the plaintiff. 

On the other hand, the defendants:.eoun- 
sel cite several authorities which, although 
not precisely similarin fact, yet clearly an- 
ae the principles for which they con- 

ten 

In Kentucky the code provides that, ‘‘Dur- 


(Sec. 69). This, like the order in question, 
_implies a temporary custody, ending with 
the trial. Yetitis held that when he-is 
taken into custody under this statute the 
liability of the bail is not merely suspended 
but discharged. (Willis vs. Commonwealth, 
85 Ky., 68; 2S. W. Rep., 654.) 

- In iowa it is held that where an accused 


and ordered to appear upon a subsequent 
day his bail is discharged. (State vs. 

Holines, 23 Iowa, 458; State vs. Orsler, 

48 Iowa, 343.)\ In the latter case the Court 
says: ‘It is to be presumed that the arrest 
and custody takes the place of the bail to 
secure appearance.’’ Substantially to the 
ame effect are the following cases: People 
_vs. Stager, 10 Wend, 431; Peacock vs. 
“State, 44 Tex., 11; Medlin vs. Common- 
wealth, 11. Bush (Ky.,) 605; “Common- 
wealth vs. Coleman, 2 Metc. (Ky..) 382. 
This is the principle. upon which all the 
foregoing decisions are founded. It its 
fatal to the contention of the plaintiff and 
decisive of the case. It tollows that the 
liability of the sureties on the bail bund is 
not suspended fora time, but absolutely 
destroyed. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that when 
the accused was committed to the custody. 
of the Sheriff, to be by him held in custody 
to abide the judgment and order of the 
Court, the undertaking of the defendants 
in that behalf was terminated, and it was 
notinthe power of the Court to renew 
their undertaking, or to transfer to them 
the duty then devolved upon the Sheriff, by 
any order made without their consent. “It 
necessarily follows that the. sureties are 
released. 

The judgment will be for the defendants.

Mile after mile does the sewer hunter 
traverse under ground until a tolerably 
heavy bag is a'result of his labor.

The Santa Fe Has Not Met the 
Cut Rates. 


Prospects Good for a Transconti- | 


-nental Rate War. 


‘Another Santa Fe Branch Line 
Opened for Traffic. 


The Canadian Pacific and Southern Pa- 
¢ific—A Local Southern Pacific 
Change—General and 
Local Notes. 


The Santa Fé Company has not yet 
announced an intention of meeting the 
cut in freight rates promulgated by the 
Southern Pacific Company, as reported 
afew days ago. Traffic officials in Los 


-. Angeles are awaiting advices from Chi- 


cago, and until these come they cannot 
say what the Santa Fé policy will be. 
, It will. be remembered thatthe cuts 
were considerable, making the rate on 
canned goods, wine, borax and be¥ns 50 
cents per hundred pounds to New York, 
and 75 cents to Chicago, and on brandy 
60 cents to New York and 85 cents to 
Chicago. It will be noticed that the 
rate to New . York is less than the rate 
to Chicago, but the long = and 
short haul clause in the inter- 
state commerce law is so twisted 
as to permit such discrimination 
in case of:transit from ocean to ocean. 
The new rates go into effect on the 
Southern Pacific on the 5th inst., and 
much interest is felt in what the Santa 
Fé will do toward meeting them. It is 
possible that the Santa kt may drop a 
siotch below the Southern Pacific’s 
A TRANSCONTINENTAL RATE MEETING. | 

A rate meeting ofall transcontinental 
‘limes has been called for St. Paul, Jan. 
9. In many respects it will be the most 
_jmportant meetiug they have ever held, 
not excepting the meeting when the 
association was dissolved. A _ pre- 
liminary meeting of the. Northern 
Pacific, Union Pacific, Great Northern 
and Canadian Pacitic was held last week, 
but nothing was accomplished. As has 


been related, the Great -Northern— 


officially declared it would establish a 
distance tariff when its line was 
completed to the coast. This event 
will probably occur before the mid- 
dle of January. The present system 
making transcontinental rates 
is basedon ocean competition. Rates, 
for instance, from New York to 
San Francisco are about the same as 
from Chicago to Ogden. To the ex- 
treme, or ocean competitive points, in- 
land rates are added. This makes the 
rate to inland points about what they 
would be ifthe actual route by ocean 
were taken, and the rail- rate added 
from the terminal point. The Great 
_.Northern proposes to adopt the system 
of inland roads of ‘charging gradually 
increasing tates for longer hauls. This 
will make its Pacific coast rate stick up 
‘in the air like a lighthouse, and compel 
merchants at its terminal to patronize 
ocean routes, but it is apparently de- 
termined totry the system. This will 
compel other transcontinental lines in 
turn to adopt it, and the result will be 
a clear field on the Pacific Coast for 
ocean traffic. The change will bea vital 
one to transcontinental lines, and they 
all want to know the plan. of the Great 
Northern in its entirety. teers 

SCRAP EAP. 

The Southern Pacific announces the 
establishment of the new station Ver- 
nondale, three and one-half miles south 
of Los Angeles. | 

A new station called Rimlon has been 
opened onthe Los Angeles division of 
the Southern Pacific at a point seven 
miles east of Palm Springs.: . 

It is announced that Arthur Brown 
having resigned as assistant engineer 
of maintenance of way his duties have 
devolved upon J. H. Wallace, Who earns 
the same title. et,

J. B. Quigley, who was recently.ap- 
pointed traveling passenger and freight 
agent of the Southern Pacific in Los 
Angeles, has: resigned to accept a.posi- 
tion with the California Transportation 
Company, with which he was formerly 
connected. 

Lieut. R. P. Scheerin, manager of 
purchases and supplies for the South- 
ern Pacific Company, was in the city 
yesterday, accompanied by Superin- 
tendent J. A. Muir. He went to San 
Pedro during the afternoon to look over 
the situation. 


For the accommodation of second-

Rio Grande. The car leaves Los An- 
geles on train No; 18. , 

The contractors have completed the 
Texas, Louisiana and Eastern to a point 
named Springer, in honor of Judge 
Springer, third vice-president of the 
Atchison. The new line is a branch of 
the Atchison, starting from Conroe, and 
is now ready for business. It will un- 
doubtedly extend to New Orleans be- 
fore many vears, and when the Atchison 
reaches San Francisco Will make an 
active competitor to the whole ‘'Sunset 
route’’ of the Southern Pacific. 

- On January 1 the limit expired within 
which the Canadian government or- 
dered the Canadian Pacitic to meet the 
Southern Pacific’s import rates. These 
rates are actually lower from Havre, 
France, to San Francisco via New Or- 
leans.and the Southern Pacific than 
Yates to American shippers on exactly 
the same commodities over exactly the 
same line from New Orleans to Los An- 
geles.

giving Afternoon.

has been eaten, there comes a time 
‘twixt the dark and the daylight,’ 
when everybody is looking for simple 
amusement. 

It is too early to go home, yet there 
is a full hour to be beguiled ere the 
Thanksgiving party breaks up for an- 
other vear. 

A dish of fruit may be so prepared) 
that. it will make a laugh all around, 
and will keep all, from baby to grandpa, 
in good spirits. | | 

Let the basis of the dish of fruit be 
half a pumpkin, hollowed out. This 
serves asa fruit-dish. Choose a pump- 
kin prettily striped in green and yellow, 
and it will really be a pretty ornament 
for several days after the dinner. 

Intothe pumpkin fruit-dish must go 
several kinds of frnit. First, select six 
plump oranges, and deprive them of 
their: pulp, séeds, juice and all, until 
they are merely empty rinds. Now, 
fill them with small candies. Put su- 
gared seed candies in one, colored 
cachous in another, tinv peppermints 
in a third, and so on, until all the or- 
anges are full. Paste a piece of col- 
ored paper over the opening. You 
could now transport your oranges to 
Brazil, as the saying is, without spill- 
ing their contents. 

Bauanas are harder to preserve. You 
must cut off one end and then carefully 
scoop out the contents. Into the open- 
ing put walnut meats, peanuts and any 
other small nuts. 

Grapes can be taken off their stems 
in small bunches and the bunches may 
then be tied to caddy canes or sticks of 
candy. These sould be laid’ on-the 
edge of the punfpkin dish, as they look 
very pretty and are sureto give a fin- 


fruit. 

Apples may have the cores removed 
with a kitchen ‘‘corer,’’ and a stick of 
candy may be placed where the core 
was. Figs may. be stuffed with sweet- 
ened caraways for the children, and 
lemons make most beautiful candy boxes 
for chocolates, caramels and the softer 
candies. 

Tie some of the fruit gifts with rib- 
bons to make them look pretty. And 
use all the ingenuity you have to make 
the after-dinner dish of fruit a pleasant 
finalé to a day’s festivities.
